Before H.M. S. llopulso left Esqui- 
mau, tbe weather liiiil showa every sign 
of being severe, and when just clear of 
the straits, Bhe oame in tor a heiivy gale 
from the S. E. Sail was made to douhle 
reefed topsails, forcsiiil ami niaiu.sail on 
the morning of tlie 2'Jlli Uolobor, nud as 
tho wind and soa weio f.ist iiiorea.-iiig, 
the necessary ]irrcautioiis wuro taken 
aloft to secure lu.i.st.-i and yards. Tlje 
chapter of accidents was begun by tho 
jib-stfty currying away and toking tho 
jib overboard with it. At 9:30 a heavy 
squall of wioil and rain .struck the .iliip 
and carried away tho main yurd iu tlj.! 
woathor qiiartur; thu muiusail was split 
acrOBE the head, and but for a oou.Tidar- 
able amount of alacrily bIiowu in taking; 
id'tbe main-topsail, it prolialily would 
have followed the miiiiij-ail's cxaiiiplo 

It took four hours to yd tbn wrock of 
tho main-yard on deck, a work both ex- 
tremely uaugerous and disagreeable, n 
bitterly cold wind and continuous rain 
ehilling all those ompU)yod, besides 
dronobing them to the skin, constant 
seaa breaking over the nettings and 
washing right aft, all forming as un- 
pleasant a job as could bo wished for. 
The ship at tlie time was rolling from 30 
to 40 degrees each way and pitching 
heavily, and being unable to show any 
canvas it was impossible to steady her. 
One cutter, one jollyboat and tli(3 Gap- 
tsin's gig wore washed away, the two 
lower boom3 keeping thoin company. 
An unusually heavy sea carried the 
jibboom and all the bead-gear away, and 
a squall split tbe foretopsail into nh 
bona. Thirty four tuna of fresh water 
was pumped out to lighttjn the ship; tlio 
stores and provi.sions on tlio main dock 
were rushing to and fro in the most iib 
Hurd and dangeroua iiiaiiLier. ."\I.iiiy of 
the casks bad burst, pork, peas, beef and 
coal strewed tho dock knee deep; two 
boats on a heavy iron stage had fallen 
and were being pitched from side to side 
on bullocks and sheep, committing great 
damage.

On tbe lower deck all the Mid'a 
ohesta. the armrncks and mess kettles 
wore cantering about, making it a risk to 
venture down there. liy starting the 
engines thu ship was gut umler rniu- 
mand, bead to sea, biil, nut before e.v:t(!n- 
sivo damages were iiicii re.l. liy altiT 
ing course and lay ing Id, a bi'tler night 
Waa spoilt, although dry clot lies wi!r(^ not 
to bo thought of, and no food bad been 
cooked during the day. It i.s to be hoiio.l 
that none of our boats were picked up liy 
any vessel, who naturally would havo 
ooneluded we were lost, and conveyed 
that news to Victoria. riio galo being 
spent loft us as suddenly nt, it .Mini', and 
wo lay in a dead culiii for a hmg week 
•• before we loft that dangerous Jiart of the 
spp^t. Many wore hoping that we should 
return to Esquimalt, tho favorite place 
of tbe station; but we found our destina- 
tion to be Magdaiena Hay, as unpleasant 
harbor as could lie fdUiid on tho wlnde 
coast, not a sign uf any vk'g.'l:.: ..lii ninl 
no less than sii huts, besides li-'ing mi 
■ait grub, whii'h is always objectiDiialjle ; 
bowuver wo buvo to lay lioKs until our 
mainyard is repaired. ilaKatlaa Ixdng 
tbe next port wo shall probably visit, let- 
ters to the ship should bo directed "care 
of British Consul," Panama.

Oroat as has boon tbe anxiety during 
thu past few days for tho safety 
of the overdue steamer, Loa Auge- 
los and iior piocions freight of 
upwards of 100 paS3(;ngerH, it was but tri- 
vial in comparison with tho cteitumont 
and general rejoicing which reigned yos-- 
terday at noun when news Hashed through 
tho town that a steamer in tow of a man- 
of-war bad been seen to pass into Esqiii- 
inaltliarbor. Reports varied as to what 
the vessels actually were, but the jiraoti- 
cal mcam of deciding this point wore 
Boizod on by many citizens wb(j drove off 
in post hasto to set at rest all doubt. In 
duo C(.urrO the welcome tiding's reiiclunl 
town that tho Los Angeles hail arrived in 
safety and that by tho timely assistance 
of H. M. S. llookot she had been towe.l 
into Esquimalt harbor. Shortly after- 
wards Purser Hongbton and sovoral uf 
tho passengers arrive.l in town, and from 
them it was gathere.l that tho L.is .\iigo- 
li a lelL .S^iii i'r.mcisco with a full frei.;ht 
and ))assoiigers, as per list jiiiblishod 
tdsowhero, at 1- o'clo.'kon !Mun. lay morn- 
ing, the 29lh ult., with a fair \'ind. 'J'lio 
steamer behaved handsouKdy and made 
excellent time until 9 o'clock the follow- 
ing Wednesday morning when her ma- 
ch.nery gave out. Xt this time slio was 
lt,"i miles south uf Ccjlumbia i;iv(>r, imd a 
stilV breeze from tlin .«;onlh cninineuced to 
blow. It was found unpo.s able to repair 
the broken maehinoi y and all sail was 
erowdod on. During the throe following 
days tho vos.sol continued to run befo.e 
tho wind which, on Sunday morning, hud 
increased to a heavy gale. Tho sea at this 
time was runlhipg . monntains high, and 
tho.so on board fefi tliat it wa.s impossible 
to weather tho storm. One sea which 
swept over tho hurricane dock carried 
with it a seaman named James Walsh, a 
native of New Brunswick, who, after 
struggling manfully to regain tbe vessel, 
and battling with the raging waves, sank 
before tba eyes of passengers and crew. 
No boat could have lived in the fearful 
si!a, and passengers state that it woiiM 
have been suicidal to have attempted to 
send one to tli.: unfortunntc nrin's assis 
tanco. Tlio \ve:ither is (ti'scrilioit as tieing 
terrilic during th.' whole of Sunduj-, au.i 
every (jiie on boord seemo.l jirepare.l for 
the worst. Aliiio.st; miraculously, how- 
evi'r, the ship i)assed through tho ra,ging 
oleiueiits in safety and kept on bercour.se, 
standing well out to sea. It was during 
ill's ])Orilous period that the ability and 
niilirintr vigilance of Ciiptaiu Thorn were 
of such gi'cal s(^rvic.' aii.l so heartily ap- 
preciatoci , and it will bo b.'en by a docu- 
ment which is nppeielod bo>-eto tbat his 
cohduct and that of his oHicers call forth 
glowing eulogy from tbe passengers un 
board, The Los Angeles sailed oa in safe- 
ty, and wuen she sighted tho northern 
jjoint of Vancouver Island put about and 
(inally made tho Straits at noon 
on Tuesday last. Hero sho ajioke 
tho small schooner Alert, which after- 
wards communicated the locality and 
staio of tho Los Angeles to it. M. S.

Kiigidhardt it' Co.'s wharf in this cily 
wliifro sill! is now tied up. ,\s she readi- 
ed tho wharf, which wati eruwded with 
.111 an.xions populace, lou.i an.l hearty 
cheers greeted her arriviU, and it was a 
diflicult matter to discern whethbrthe 
feeling of thankfulness for safety was 
greater wiUi Ihoso on board, thmi with 
tliose who i!xteiiiled their wi'lconio ami 
greeting on shore. Captain Thorn, the 
hero of tbe well romemb.'rod Mohong.i 
trii> of IMarch last, has won fresh laiinds 
and po[)ularity by his conduct on this 
occasion. Hero is the opinion of those 
who have jissseil through danger with 
him, and a short accouut, handed ua by a 
[jassengor, of tho proBentation of a ma- 
in. )rial to the Captain: 

About half past eight, last ( TncRday)
